China. irs. Rvowder testified before a Senate Committee headed by Senator 
Tydings in vay 1950 that you handed him a written statement of the United 
States Government's views on the Far Yast at the conclusion of this meetings 


Although a very careful search has been made of the Departmentts files, 
we have not been able to locate the statement described by lr. Browder or any 
record of your conversation with him. The files do reveal, however, that lk, 
Browder released to the press and the Daily Worker published October 16, 19he, 
the text of a memorandum allegedly handed to hin by yous 


It is realized that-it is difficult to recall details of events which 
transpired many years ago, but it would be greatly appreciated if you could 
furnish the Department such details concerning this matter as you might site 
have available. In this connection it might be helpful to you to read the a 
enclosed statements by Mr. Browder taken from the Daily Worker, ar ae 


I am most reluctant to bother you with thig request, but the absence 
of sufficient information in the Department's files hag led us to seek your “S 
assistance,
